idea. if I may fo fay, reigns and 
unites our fouls, and forms a chain 
of fympathy between each man ant 
ali man.ind—where we unbofo>m 
ourfelves, and openthe mort tecret 
receiles of our hearts—where vice 
having no obic&, does not exrt— 
there certainly exit the greacet 
fweets of human life—the fummit 


of human khrppinrfs—1 jewe too 


valtable to bz etimared—to be 
guarded wich aa holy zeal. Shall 
we them adnaic ito this fair gardea, 
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this earth}y paridife, immorality, 
that antidote to its beauty and. per- 
feétion—fhall we aliow this fair tem- 
ple dedicated to the moft facred 
ules, to be erafed, and a monument 
of vice to cover its ruins—fhall we 
blot out a difplay of virtnes fo bril- 
liant, and contaminate the eye and 
the heart, by ,an, aflamblage of the 
blackelt vices—fgrbid it God !— 

Counteraét it man !.. Wife legiflators 
will do what is confiltent . with the 
mature of their functions to cruth 
this evil. Good men will unite ex- 
ample' with monition to curb its 
progrefs, to put a period to its ex-

tion contemplated. As to the lawer 
country; it is éntifely ont of the 
Gueltion, its wealthy inhabitants ar2 
in no need of public aid of this 
kind; whatever could be done to 
give the parents a greater with to 
beitow, and the children a greater 
defire to reccive education, “would 


be highly commendable, but any 
thing fur the er would be ulelets and 
wimeceflary The wpper country 
then, is the ‘ phidoe to which we mitt 
refort. . And as fa? as my acquain- 


tance {which is not very coni ined) 
goes in that part of the country, I 
do not know a fingle neighbourhood 
bat what is very well to fup- 
port a fchool, for teac’ ing every 
neceffary branch of Engliih educa- 
tion; and if, heretofore, that has 
not been done, it has been owi ing to 
fome other caulce than a want of 
pecumary abilities, orevena difpo- 
fition tn the people in gen reral. A 
man mu? be very poor iudeed who 
is not abl: to pay twenty thillings 
a-year for the educati6n of a child. 
ew people fend more than three or 
four children’ to ichoo! at a time, 
and he mut b> both abad manager 
aid much’ firaiihtetied in his cir- 
cumitances, who cannot fave as 
many poun is in the courle of a year. 
Belides, it is well known, that iome 
of the bei teachers in the upper 
country have families’ themfclves, 
Which obliges them to receive the 
greate it part of their falary in pro- 
duce of one kind or other, and 
which makes the payments doubly 
exfy and convenient : for the trea 
of thefe facts, 1 appeal tothoie who 


have 


able 
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have any acquaintance inthe upper 
country, and if they be true, the 
deductions drawn from them are 
eafy and natural One thing more 
on this head is worthy of. notice, 
that is, whether the people would 
berelieved by fuch a ‘misafure—whes 
ther it would Icifen their expendi- 
tures; or rather, waether they 
would not have to pay as much ad- 
ditional tax as the fSheoling of their 
children amounted to: But, per- 
haps, here I may be anfwered, that 
the public generofity will only be 
extended to children of thofe 
who are too poor to pay any tax, 
have already givena reply to this” 
anfwer, and need only repeat that 
1 do not believe there are anv fuch 
in the fate : or at leat fo few, and 
thofe fo indolent and Pothft! as not 
deferve public notice. If, thet; 
thefe fchools are to be fupport ed by 
atax onthe very perfons whom we 
with to beneat by th ont 3 it becomes 
a queition whether the contribution 
in taxes would be lefs burdenfome 
to the poorer people, than the pre 
fent expence of edu cating their chil- 
dren? This queition 1 leave to 
thofe who are more immedi: tely 
engaged in the contideration of the 
bulineis, with a sated ny remark, 
as tothe different modes of " nlaking 
the payments in the two caics. 

As to the praéticability of fucha 
{cheme, it is certain, that a ipirited 
exertion, and laviih difplay of the 
funds of the ‘treafary might affect 
fomething yery conliderabies bat 
When we > blen id econ my with hibe 
rality, we will have li ittle crouadds 
to hope for much fuccefs in the un- 
dertaking : we will find a thoutaad 
little ob tacles throwing themfelves 
in our way. The thimneis of the 
inhabitants, will make a proper [ite 
for the different ichools, dificult to 
be found—the want of the_neceifa- 
ry boarding, Wi iil b2 another power- 
ful obitacic, and I venture to fay, 
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the want of conftant and Ready at. 
tention in the trultees or overfeets, 
will be a third and not the leait. 
While the whole’ fabric moves freely 
on the wheels of the treafury, there 
will, no doubt, be a profped of 
obtaining the defirable end; but if 
ever they become fiff and flugzith, 
the profped vanifhes and the whole 
itops, or worle than flops, it falls 
by its own internal weaknefs: For 
whatever is too’ weak to fupport it. 
felt, but mui receive fupport from 
forme external force, has a profpect 
ef but fhort duration. It muit be 
: 1e child of a day, which lives while 
> fond parent continues to infpire 
feeble lungs with vital air, but 
dies the moment that is withheld. 
Public Léunty ought to be be. 
ftowed with caution: Itis full as 
apt to mcreafe the evil, as to leffen’ 
it. A namber of examples might 


be adduced to prove this affe rtion, ° 


it is well known, that the greater 
provifion is made tn any country for 
the poor, the more poor there will 
be to partake of that provilion.— 
Almot every country in’ Europe is” 
al example ‘of this; but England 
and Spuin take the lead, particu: 
larly the slat; and flew, in the mot 
glaring colours, the evil effects of 
ii-timed or over liberal generolity, 

Notwithfanding all that. has yet 
been faid, there ‘till remiin fome 
very powerful arguments againk 
this fcheme. There-are two moral 
evils of the greatelt magnitude 
which would undoubtedly attend i It; 
and which, in my humble’ opinion, 


would run paramount to every con- 


lideration which could be urged in 
its favor—that ts, it would dettroy 
the force of ‘that obligation which 
a parent ‘eels, andought to feel, to 
provide for tie fupport and educa- 
tion of his childre and that de- 
pendance. which a child has and 
cught to have upon his parents for 
{up pert’ 
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fa pport and education ; or, in other 
words, it would leflen parental af- 
fection and filial duty. 

The reader will remark that I 
confine thefe obfervations to the pre- 
fent fituation of our country ; for, 
although they apply in every Rage 
of fociet ys yet, at fome future pe- 
tiod, their force may be leffened, 
as We may find it e xpedic nt to reme- 
dy a greater evil by a lefs, 

villi add one thing more, and 
leave the fubjec& to the confidera- 
tion of thofe who are more unme- 
diately concerned ‘in it, which 
that it would deitroy ‘one of ¢ 
moft powerful incentives to’ jnduf- 
try, which the poorer clafs of peo- 
ple have, that of gaining a iupport 
for a tifing family. In “this coun- 
try, comparatively new,-' where, 
from their.local fituation as well as 
fome adventitious caufes, the inha- 
bitants‘are in general inclined to_ be 
indolent—the deftruion of induftry 
or the removal of any leading incen- 
tives to it, which tne people might 
have, would be-evils ot the greatett 
magnitude, and fo be ftrongly de- 
precated by every true friend and 
well-wifher of his country.

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OPEN sRIDGE 


ON the ninth of Anguft this 
curious and ufeiul firu Sure was 
opened for the paflage of trav ellers, 
attended with a mafonic proceflion & 
other ceremonies which attracted the 
hotice of not lefs than 50,000 per- 
fons, who were luppoled to be pre- 
fent on that occafion. Indeed, no 
pudlic exhibition could be more 
iplendid; for the fublime and abrupt 
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precipices which overhang the river 
Wear in this romantic fpot, cleath- 
ed as they were with fo num¢rous 
and fo peaceful a multitude in their 
holiday fuits, offered to the view of 
the philanthropiad the moft grateful 
repalt. 

The proceffion, confifting ¢ of about 
500 freemafo ns and aimoit as many 
more of operative mafons, clergy, 
magitirates, and commiffioners, who 
were not members of that fraternity, 
began to move about 11 o’clock in 
the forenoon from the Phenix 
lodze, in Sundezland, through the 
High-ftreet of that. town, to the

proceifion paffed through an arch 
decorated with Alovrers, along the 
sridge, and thence defcended toa 
level with the water on the Weft.’
